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P AUL MANSHIP was born at St. Paul, Minnesota, on 
Christmas Day, 188 5. He began his art studies at the St. 
Paul Institute of Art, and continued them at the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts. In 1909 he won, in competition, the 
scholarship of the American Academy in Rome, and studied 
there from 1909 to 1912. 

The year following his return to this country, he won the 
Helen Barnet Prize, National Academy of Design. The next, 
1914, he won the Widener Gold Medal, Pennsylvania Academy; 
in 1915 the Gold Medal, San Francisco Exposition; in 1921 the 
Gold Medal of the American Institute of Architects; in 1924 
the American Numismatic Society medal, and in 192 5 the Gold 
Medal of the Philadelphia Art Association. 

In recognition of his distinguished work, Mr. Manship has 
been made an Academician of the American Academy of Arts 
and Letters; Fellow of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences; Academician of the National Academy of Design; 
Member of the National Sculpture Society, and Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor. 

Mr. Manship is represented in the Metropolitan Museum of 
New York, The Chicago Art Institute, the Musee de Luxem¬ 
bourg, The Corcoran Gallery of Art, and the museums in Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Detroit, St. Louis, Provi¬ 
dence, Minneapolis, St. Paul and Toronto.
